OUR 1912 With this issue we enter 
CAMPAIGN upon an_ accentuated 


campaign in behalf of 
better pharmacy. Not a new cam- 


paign by any means, simply a con- 


tinuation of what we have been 
doing, with a very marked increment. 
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We invite attention to the article 
by J. G. Munson in this issue which 
is the minority report of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association, read at 
the Sacramento meeting, May, 1911. 
Read this carefully as it contains the 
gist of the trend of progressive phar- 
macy in California, and in the entire 
United States, for that matter. 

We shall endeavor to bring about 
a sentiment preparatory to favoring 
the administration of the Pure Drugs 


Act by the Board of Pharmacy. The 


first step toward accomplishing this 


will be to place a properly qualified 


board in office. We already have the 
assurance of the California State 
Board of Health that there will be no 
opposition on their part to such a 


change if the pharmacists can show 
proper qualifications to administer the 


law. Let us show them that we have 
pharmacists a-plenty capable of ad- 
ministering the pure drugs act. 


The proper administration of the 


pure drugs act calls for 


a. <A qualified board of pharmacy. 


je A properly equipped laboratory. 


A competent director in charge 


of ae laboratory. 


We shall endeavor from time to 


time to elucidate the requirements 


cited under a, b, and ¢ and to explain 
the changes which are absolutely 
necessary in the present pharmaceuti- 


cal regime in California in order that 
the change in the administration of 
the drugs act may be made. We 
hope this matter will be well gone 
over at the 1912 and 1913 meetings of 


the C. Ph. A., so that the present 


drugs law may be properly amended 
at the next meeting of the Legisla- 
ture. 

We shall continue our efforts to 


awaken the pharmacists of California,’ 


and elsewhere, to a better apprecia- 
tion of their position, hoping that 
they may take an active part in 


bringing about necessary and desir- 
able reform measures. 

President Godding of. the Azigittiian 
Pharmaceutical Asséciation has ap- 
pointed the committee on International 
Pharmaceutical Congress, San Fran- 
cisco, 1915, composed of Joseph P. 
Remington, chairman, E. G. Eberle of 
Dallas, Texas, and Ye Editor, San 


Francisco. We will do all in our 


power to make 1915 a year of great 
importance to pharma¢y the. 


United States, in California in 


particular. We will need the hearty 
co-operation of every pharmacist in 
the State. We will report progress 
from time to time. 

These and other matters oft interest 
to pharmacy in the State of Cali- 
fornia will occupy us during the year. 


OUR The policy of the Pacific 
POLICY Pharmacist is clear and now 

have 
never straddled the fence and, under 
the present management, we never 
will. For the benefit of our new sub- 
scribers and also for the benefit of 
our old subscribers who may have 
forgotten, we hereby again declare 
our. policy somewhat in detail, with 
such changes as our experience dur- 


ing the past year may have prompted. 


1. We believe in and shall en- 


deavor to develop pharmacy along all 


lines, professional and commercial, 
wholesale and retail. 

4. We shall continue to do our 
utmost in developing the pharmaceu- 
tical interests in California, on the 
Pacific Coast, in the entire United 
States, and elsewhere. 

3. We shall continue our efforts in 
behalf of ethical pharmacy in all of 
its departments. We are opposed to 
counter prescribing and the preserip- 
tlon percentage evil. 

4. We are opposed to. fake 
remedies of all kinds, whether pro- 
prietory or patent.

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could, legislate all patent remedies 
out of existence. 

5. We are opposed to all combines, 
syndicates, companies or trusts which 
injure, in any way, the legitimate, 
honest, retail pharmacy; or, which 
seek to imjure the reputable, long 


established pharmaceutical manufac- 


turing houses. We cannot get along 


without thé retail pharmacy and we 


must have reputable reliable manu. 
facturing houses. 

0. We are in favor of ‘modifying 
our present pharmacy law so as to in- 
elude the following: 1S, 

a. The administration of the pure 
drugs act. 

b. Board. membership based upon 
greatly augmented educational re- 
quirements and broad experience. 

ec. The college graduation requisite 
to practice pharmacy. 

d. The interchange of certificates 
on equivalent requirements or qualifi- 
-eations. 


6. We are in favor of higher and 


more uniform standards for board 


membership. 
7. We are in favor of higher and 


more uniform curricula for colleges 


of pharmacy. We are opposed to all 


fake colleges, correspondence and. 


quiz courses for board examination. — 

8. We shall continue to refuse to 
publish personal criminal news, no 
matter how conclusive the evidence or 
how heinous the crime. The investi- 


gation of crime is not our business 


and we are furthermore satisfied that 
publishing the details of criminal 


news does far more harm than good. 


9. We shall continue to refuse 
advertisements of non-ethical phar- 
maceuticals. We hereby admit that 
we were caught napping in this re- 
gard within the year 1911, having 
twice inserted the ‘‘Oxydonor’’ ad, 
which has been exposed by the Ameri- 
can Med. Association and by the 

Druggists Circular. We can_ only

assure our advertisers and our readers 


that in future we will be more cir- 
eumspect. 


10. We shall continue our efforts 
in behalf of Drug Reform. We shall 
openly oppose all manufacturers of 
fake remedies and from time to time 
publish lists of condemned articles. 
We shall continue to assist in cor- 
recting those conditions which are 


responsible for the marketing of in-— 


ferior and adulterated drugs. In this 
we are in close co-operation with the 
United States Department of Agri- 
eulture and with the American Phar- 
maceutical Association. 


In conclusion we wish to thank 
those who have aided us in maintain- 


ing our policy in the past and we 
sincerely hope that these will con- 


tinue to stand by us in the future 
and that others will assist us also.

we can accomplish much by working

bread winners and as wage earners 
has the subject of women in phar- 


macy in these United States been 


discussed and therefore the student

In California, 
owing to the activities of the 
Women’s Pharmaceutical Association 
and the many exhaustive papers 
written by members of that body, 
this study will meet with compara- 
tively little difficulty.

Women ’s Pharmaceutical Association 
of the Pacific Coast. To most of her

PURPOSES OF THE WOMEN’S

SOCIATION

In October, 1905, at a meeting held 


in the assembly room of the Califor- 
nia College of Pharmacy preliminary 


steps were taken to organize a 


Women’s Pharmaceutical Association. 
At this initial. meeting Miss Rose 


Shapira was chosen chairman and 


Mrs. E. Goodman acted secre- 
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tary. The work of organization pro- 
gressed rapidly and the first regu- 
lar meeting of the Woman’s Phar- 
maceutical Association of the Pacific 
Coast, which was the name adopted, 
was held in November, 1905, at the 
California College of Pharmacy. At 
this meeting it was decided to incor- 
porate the association, and in Jan- 


uary, 1906, articles of incorporation 
were drawn up and recorded. 


For a few months the association 
flourished and would no doubt have 
had a continued period of prosperity 
had not the unfortunate catastrophe 


of 1906 interrupted its progress. The 


official records of the association were 3 
destroyed. Fortunately duplicates had 


been made and these were saved, and 
have been of imestimable value to 
Many months elapsed _ 


the society. 
before an attempt was made to con- 


tinue the good work. 


In October, 1907, a _ meeting of the 
members was held at the University 


of California Hospital, and at this 


meeting it was evident that the women 


pharmacists of San Francisco. realized 


the need of. organization and were 
determined to revive the dormant so- 
ciety. At this meeting Miss C. M.. 
Roehr was elected president, Mrs. 


_W. B. Philip first vice-president, Miss. 


M. B. Doleini secretary, and Miss 
K. HK. Nelson treasurer. The mem- 


bers were urged to present papers 


at the regular meetings and the year’s 
work was outlined. It was decided 
to hold the regular meeting on the 
fourth Friday instead of Saturday 


as had been done before. A paper 


entitled ‘‘An Appeal to. Women Phar- 


-macists’’ was read by Miss R.. Sha- 
pira. This meeting is recalled as of 


particular interest as it marks the. 
reorganization of the society. | 

-From this time to the present date . 
regular monthly meetings have been. 
held at which papers on pharma-. 
ceutical subjects have been read. and 
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topics of- timely interest discussed. 
The meetings are purely scientific and 
though held at the homes of the 
members are never allowed to be 
changed to social evenings. Phar- 
macy must come first. To this rule 
the association is strictly adhering. 
Through the determined efforts of 
the members the association is grow- 
ing slowly but steadily. Bemg a 
Pacific Coast organization, women 
pharmacists of Arizona, Idaho, Ne- 


vada, Oregon, Utah and Washington 
are eligible to active ‘member- 


ship. 


The Woman’s. Pharmaceutical As- 


sociation no doubt stands alone in that 
it is a society in which women phar- 
macists only are eligible to active 
membership, and is organized not only 


to gain recognition for women in 
pharmacy but also to advance the 
science of pharmacy and to endéavor 
to improve unsatisfactory conditions 


in the practice of pharmacy. Our 


constitution states that we are banded 


together to advance pharmaceutical 


education, to seek the adoption of 
rational and more efficient pharmacy 


luws and suitable measures for the 


commercial control of pure drugs, 


spices and foods, to prosecute fraudu- 

lent practices, and to co-operate with 

other pharmaceutical associations. — 
With these aims and purposes sup- 


ported by the efforts of conscientious — 
members, the Women’s Pharmaceuti- 


eal Association is assured future suc- 
-eess and, it is hoped, will make a 
name for itself in pharmaceutical 
history. |

PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION | 


OF THE PACIFIC COAST 


- Organized October, 1905, Incorporated 
January, 1906" | 


PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS, We believe that organiza- 
tion and concert of action are highly es- 
sential to advance any cause, and 

WHEREAS, We believe women are en- 
titled to recognition in the profession of 


pharmacy and have a right to use their 


influence in behalf of pharmaceutical pro- 
gress, and 

WHEREAS, The states of Washington, 
Oregon, Califorvia. Nevada, Idaho, Utah 
and Arizona are somewhat isolated from 


the rest of the United States by natural 


barriers, and 
WHEREAS, We believe that a closer 
association and co-operation is condudive 


to the accomplishment. of greater good, 
be it therefore — 
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RESOLVED, That we, the women phar- 
macists of the states named, organize 
the Women’s Pharmaeeutical Association 
of the Pacifie Coast, and adopt the follow- 


‘ing constitution: 


CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE I 
Name 
SECTION 1. The association or organ- 
ization shall be known as the WOMEN’S 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION OF 


THE PACIFIC COAST. 


SECTION 2. The recognized abbrevia- 
tion of the name shall be W. P. A. P. C. 


ARTICLE IL 


Aims and Purposes of the Organization 


SECTION 1. To give mutual advice, 


encouragement and support in matters per- 


taining to the practice of pharmacy. | 
SECTION 2. To urge legitimate and 
fair measures in. behalf of the advance 
of pharmaceutical education. 
SECTION 3. To recommend and urge 


the adoption of suitable measures per- 


taining to the commercial control of pure 


drugs, spices and foods. 


‘SECTION .4. To report, expose (if 
necessary) , and legally prosecute fraudu- 
lent practices in pharmacy and in the 


related e¢allings. 


SECTION 5. To uphold and defend, 
whenever possible the seience of pharmacy 
and to encourage the advanced work along 


pharmaceutical] lines. 


SECTION 6.. To encourage and urge 


the introduetion and adoption of rational 


and more efficient. -pharmaey laws and 


regulations. 


SECTION 7. To co-operate in every 
way possible with state and county phar- 
maceutical associations and with the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 


ARTICLE III 
Membership 


SECTION 1. The membership of the 
organization shall consist of active mem- 


bers, corresponding members, honogary 
members and advisory members. 
SECTION 2. Active membership shall 
consist of women graduates, licentiates, 
assistants, students and apprentices who 
are residents. of Arizona, California, Idaho, 
Nevada, Utah, Oregon, and Washington. 


SECTION 3. Active members in good 
standing on taking up residence outside 


of the prescribed . territory, are, eligible to 
corresponding: membership, Likewise non- 
resident men and women and resident, men 


who are especially interested in pharmacy. 


Corresponding members are not eligible 
to hold office or* to vote. 

SECTION 4. Any person giving over 
to the association any grants, giffs or 
donations or in any other manner showing 
especial interest in the work of the organ- 
ization, is entitled to honorary member- 
ship. Honorary members are not entitled 
to hold office or to vote. | : 

SECTION 5. Prominent pharmacists 


(wholesale and retail dealers), prominent 


physicians, eminent educators, scientists 
and others who may be in a position to 


give desirable advice and suggestions . re- 
garding the work of the organization are 


eligible to advisory membership. Advisory 
members are not entitled to hold office 
or to vote. 
ARTICLE IV 
Fees and Assessments 

SECTION I, The annual dues of active 
members shall not be less than one dol- 
lar, payable in advance, beginning in 
October of each year. | 

SECTION 2. Special assessments may 
be levied from time to time. The as- 
sessments are not levied excepting on 
the recommendation of the executive com- 
mittee and a two-thirds vote of all active 


members in good standing. 


ARTICLE 
Discontinuance of Membership 
SECTION 1. Any member may be 
dropped from the roster if she so requests 
by writing to the secretary. 
SECTION 2. Any active member may 
be dropped from the roster for one year’s” 


delinquency of dues or any gross ‘mis- 
conduct. 


ARTICLE VE. 


Officers and Their: Duties 
SECTION 1. The officers of the Associa- 
tion shall consist of a President, two 


~Vice-Presidents, a a Secretary and a Treas- 
urer. 


SECTION 2. It shall be the. duty of 
the President to preside at the meetings 
and to maintain order. In case of a tie 
she shall cast the deciding ballot: She 
shall appoint committees unless otherwise 
ordered or provided for, sign .the certifi- 
cates of membership. and shall counter- 
sign all orders on the Treasurer. She 
is expected to make suggestions. and recom- 
mendations regarding the purposes and 
plans of the, organization. 

SECTION: 3. The: shall 
perform the duties of the President when 
the President is absent. They shall serve 
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in the order of their numerical appoint- 
ment. 


“SECTION 4. The Secretary shall keep 
a correct record of the proceedings of 
the Association and carefully preserve all 
papers, reports, essays, bills, etc., received 
by the Association. She shall make 
ordered corrections in the minutes and 
make copies if desired. She shall reply to 
letters and communications from members 
(active, corresponding, honorary and ad- 
visory) and shall enter into any corres- 
pondence ordered by the President, the 
Executive Committee or the Association. 
She shall make duplicates of all com- 


munications sent out by her and carefully — 


preserve all communications received, and 
to enter all such communications on the 
minutes if so ordered. 

SECTION 5. The Treasurer shall take 


charge of all moneys, gifts and donations 


of the Association. She shall keep a full 


and correct account of all financial trans- 
actions and give a monthly report of the 


same.’ She shall not pay out any money 
unless so ordered by the President or the 


Association. 
“ARTICLE 
Committees 


SECTION 1. The committees of this 


organization shall consist of a Member- 


ship Committee, Executive Committee, 
Advisory Committee and Special Com- 


mittee. 

SECTION Membership Com- 
mittee shall consist of three active mem- 
bers appointed by the President. 


SECTION 3. Executive Committee 


shall consist of five active ‘members elected 


‘by ballot at a regular meeting. They shall 


serve for one year, unless re-elected. This 
committee shall have general control of 
the organization, shall make rules and 
regulations as required, make by-laws, levy 
necessary. assessments, authorize expendi- 
tures, audit bills and perform other duties 
pertaining. to the efficient control of. the 
organization.

sociation ‘shall be chairman of this com- 


mittee, 

SECTION 4. The Advisory. Committee 
shall consist of three active members 
elected annually by the Association.

The | Eradication of Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever 

This disease was first discovered as an 
entity and cases reported in the early 
nineties by physicians of Boise, Tdaho, 
some of whom demonstrated by experi- | 
ment that it was conveyed by a tick 


‘infesting certain domestic animals. In 


1906, Dr. H. T. Ricketts was commis- 


sioned by the United States government 
to make a thorough investigation of the 
disease. By a series of very interesting 
experiments he demonstrated the course 
of transmission through a certain species 
of a tick and also reproduced the disease 
in some of the lower animals. The Bureau 
of Entomology of the United States De- 


partment of Agriculture has just issued a 


bulletin on the spotted fever tick, giving 


a complete account of its history, distri- 
‘bution and method of eradication. 


While 
it was first discovered in some of the — 
valleys of Idaho. and ‘Montana, its present 
distribution 1s known to be very wide, 
being found in all the states from the 
Rocky Mountains to the Pacific Coast. It 
is estimated that 750 cases oceur an- 
nually, with a death rate of 10 per cent. 
It is now definitely known that, while 
the tick may be found on some of tne 
wild animals as well as smaller domestic 
animals, the large domestic -animals. are 


the principal hosts of the adult ticks, who 


are the chief conveyors of the disease. 


The report deseribes the economic aspect 


of the disease as well as its menace to 
mane 

The only means of obliterating the dis: 
ease is the eradication of the .tick, efforts 


for which need practically to be confined 


to the period between March 1 and June. 
15, when the adult ticks are found on 
This method of 
eradication consists of dipping the live- 
stock in vats, containing a solution of 
arsenic, which has been demonstrated as 
the most efficient and effective method of 
killing the parasites. On smaller farms, 
where these elaborate methods might be 
impracticable, a method of hand treat- 
ment of the animals is described. _ The 
bulletin gives full details of the methods 


to be followed. It is estimated that in

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CALIFORNIA PHARMACY LAWS* 


By J. G. Munson 


_ The druggists of California are, per- 

haps, not fully aware of the fact that. 
there are five separate and distinct 
laws governing the practice of phar- 


macy. Three of these are adminis- 


tered by the State Board of Pharmacy, — 


one by the State Board of Health, and 
one by. the State Labor Commission. 
Four of these laws are in 
operation, : 
First—An act to pecan ee the prac- 
tice of pharmacy in the State of Cali- 
fornia and to provide a penalty for 
the violation thereof. 
Second—Sale of Poisons—An act 
to regulate the sale and use of poisons 
in the State of California and provid- 
ing a penalty for the violation thereof. 
Third—Itinerant Vendors—An act 
imposing a license tax upon itinerant 
vendors of drugs, nostrums, ointments, 


or appliances sold for the cure of dis- 


ease, Injuries or deformities. 
. Fourth—Pure Drugs Law—An act 
for the prevention of the manufacture, 


sale or transportation of adulterated,

mislabeled or misbranded drugs, regu- 
lating the traffic in drugs and provid- 
ing penalties for the violation thereof. 

The fifth law which has heretofore 


not been enforced is. as follows : ** 


Hours of Pharmacists—An act. to 
regulate the work and hours of em- 


ployees engaged in selling at retail 


drugs and medicines and compound- 
ing physicians’ prescriptions and pro- 
viding a penalty for the ‘violation 
thereof. 


“These laws have governed the 


practice of pharmacy of the State of 
California for a number of years and 


have answered the purpose fairly well 
and are no doubt equal to and in many 
instances superior to similar laws of 


other states. However, the present 
pharmacy taw considered from an 
educational and professional point. of 


view is not up to the standard of the 
laws regulating the practice of medi- 


cine and dentistry. In the president’s 
address, read at the annual meeting 
of the California Pharmaceutical As- 


sociation held in San Francisco in 
1910, recommendations were made and 


approved advisng the framing of*a 
more progressive law for regulating 


_the practice of pharmacy in this State. 


In accordance with this recommenda- 


tion a new pharmacy law was framed 
and introduced at the last session of 


the State Legislature. This law was, 


in the minds of progressive pharma- 
cists, a model law, and was endorsed 


by colleges of pharmacy, as well as 


by wholesale and retail pharmacists in 
the State. This bill was lost in the 


committee on medical and dental laws 
and in lieu of which a-few amendments 


were added to the amendments intro- 
duced by the Board of Pharmacy. 


These amendments were, however, not 
satisfactory: to the Board of Phar- 


macy for the reason that it contained — 
a clause requiring the board to place

macy, for the reason that it would be 


the first step toward a unification of 


pharmacy laws. 


Your attention is hereby called to 
the progressive work of the National 


Association of Boards of Pharmacy. 
~The seventh annual meeting held at 
- Richmond, Va. proved to be one of 
the most successful and _ profitable 


meetings ever held. Out of a mem- 
bership of thirty-three state boards, 


twenty-seven answered roll call. 
_ ports from each state board on the 
_ progress of pharmacy showed an im- 


provement very satisfactory to the 
national association. This association 
set a date not later than 1915 when 


it will ask its active members to re- 


quire of a licentiate in pharmacy at 


least two years high school work, one 


year in a recognized college of phar- 
macy and a total, including the col- 
lege work, of five years’ practical 
experience. A recognized college of 
pharmacy to be either a member of or 
eligible to membership in the Ameri- 


can Conference of Pharmaceutical 


Faculties. If the California State 


Board of Pharmacy would become a 


member of the National Boards of 


Pharmacy, then the examination ques- 
tions would be based upon the sylla- 
bus. This syllabus outlines a course 
which shall be, first, uniform for all 
states; secondly, give examiners a 
definite knowledge of the educational 
requirements of the boards; thirdly, 
it will give colleges a minimum out- 
line of the,imstruction to be given 
in the preparations of their students 
for board examinations; fourth, it 
will give. such uniformity in board 
examinations that the interchange of 
licenses become- practieable. and 
desirable. 

The of 


education is and should be the aim of 


all State boards of pharmacy and in 


the minds of progressive pharmacists 
it is a mystery why our State board 


does not accept the many invitations 
extended to them to become a member 


of the national board. The present 


preliminary éducational _requirement 
for the State board examination is 


a grammar school education. This > 


requirement is too low and we be- 
lieve that all applicants permitted to 


take the board examinations should 


have at least the preliminary educa- 


tion required to enter a reputable col- 
lege of pharmacy or better yet they 
should be’ graduates of .a 
college of pharmacy. 

I wish to eall your attention to the 
fact that the present laws do not 
require the board to issue circulars, 
or to publish in the drug journals of 
the State, the rules and regulations 
made and adopted by the board. I 
believe that if the pharmacists were . 
better informed of these rules and 
regulations they would work more in 
harmony with each other and the 
board, and no doubt many technical 
arrests would be avoided. 

California is badly in need of a 
new pharmacy law and it is up to 
the active pharmacists of the C. Ph. 
A. to see to it that a new and pro- 
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gressive pharmacy law is passed at the 
next session of the Legislature, not 
for the benefit of the Board of Phar- 
macy, the wholesalers, the manufac- 
turers or the itinerant venders, but 
for the benefit of the public, which 
is to be served by the pharmacists of 
the State. 

To the pharmacist registered under 
the present law I wish to say that his 
license will be more valuable to him 
after the college graduation prerequi- 


site goes into force because the stan- 


dard of pharmacy will be raised, com- 
petition will be fought out on pro- 
fessional lines, the work of the Board 
of Pharmacy will be lessened and less 
money will be required to carry out 


‘the provisions of the law. 


The pharmacy act introduced in the 
last Legislature eontained- many good 


points over the present law, as fol- 


lows: In section five in the present 


law, the Governor shall appoint. seven 
eompetent registered pharmacists re- 


siding in different parts of the State. 


They shall hold office. for a term of 
four years and until their successors 
are appointed and have qualified. This 


section is not consistent for the fact 


that all the board members assume 
office at the same time and their — 
offices expire at the same time. We 


believe that the board should be ap- 
pointed by the Governor as follows: 


One member to serve one term, one 
to serve two terms, one to serve three 
terms, etc., and as the term for each 
member expires, others to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor ‘fill the 


vacancy. 

We believe that seven members of 
the Board of Pharmacy. are more than 
necessary, five members being suffici- 
ent to accomplish the necessary work 
in conducting examinations, and look- 


‘ing after the best interests of the 
pharmacists and the people. The office 
of the Board of Pharmacy should be — 


at Sacramento for the reason that an 


expense of $1,000 per year would be 
saved to the druggists of the State 
from the fact that no office rent would 
need to be paid, as the office would 
be in the State Capitol Building. 
Section five of the present phar- 
macy law is as follows: ‘‘The secre- 
tary shall give receipts for all moneys 
received by him and pay the same to 


the treasurer of the board, taking his © 


receipt for the same. The treasurer 
shall disburse the same by order of 


the board for necessary expenses, tak- — 


ing proper vouchers .therefor. The 


Palance of said money, after paying 


the expenses. of the board, he shall 
pay to the State: Treasurer, who shall 
keep a special fund to be used in 


carrying out the provisions Of this" 
act.”” 


We pelieve that all moneys 


by the board should be sent monthly 
to the State Treasurer, this money to 


be checked out by warrant approved 


by the Board. of Pharmacy. By so 


doing we would always have an item- 
ized account on record at the State 


Treasurer’s office. 

That portion of the 
which conflicts with the California 
Pure Drugs Law should be elimi- 
nated. | | 

In the present law no ‘aaa is 


made for the interchange of certifi- 
-eates with other states. It seems that 
those who are now in control of the — 
pharmacy law, and a few others, are 


of the opinion that it is the best law 


of its kind in the United States. But 


such to our mind is not the case. We 


believe that any one licensed by other 


state examining boards maintaining 
standards not lower than those pro- 


vided by our law, should, without 


further examination, and by paying 
the required fee, be conferred with all 
the rights and privileges of a license 
to practice pharmacy in this State. 
Furthermore, the college of phar- 


macy prerequisite should be a part of | 
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the law and judging from the otitlook 


of pharmacy laws about to be enacted © 


in other states it no doubt will be- 
come a part of the law for California, 
within a few years.

To Get Rid of Fleas in An Old Build- 
ing.—The only effective way to get an 
old building rid of fleas is to have the 
rooms fumigated with hydrocyanic actd. 
Collinge’s instructions for using hydro- 
cyanic acid-gas in conservatories, green- 
honses,. ete., are as follows: ‘‘For every 
A,000 eubic feet of space add 4 ozs. of 
julpharrie acid to 7 ozs. of water in a 


jar; then take 2 ozs. of potassium cyan- 


ide, which should be wrapped up in blot- 


piece of string drop it into the water from 
the outside of the greenhouse. The win- 
dow or door should then be shut, and 
the house should remain closed for these 
quarters of an hour at least, after which 
time it should be opened to ventilate; but 
it should be remembered that it is onaate 
to enter the house until an hour or more 
after the windows and. doors have been 
opened.

Alcohol in Solidified Form: — Various 
méthods are used for convertitig alcohol 
to the solid state, atid the methods do 
not vary much from those employed 
for forming benzin or gasolene jellies, soap 
being the active agent. A New Yorker 
was granted a patent some time ago on 
a process of solidifying aleoliol and vol- 


 atile hydro-earbons in which sodium hy- 


drate; stearin and rosin were the prin- 
The stearin 
and rosin were dissolved in the aleohol, 
caustic sdda in water and the two sbie 
tions combined when heated. This ‘applies - 
to any compound of an aleoholie charac- 
ter or a petroleum spirit. A practical

of shellac. The alcohol should be heated 
in a water bath to a temperature of about 
140 deg.

Lead Poisoning Among Painters.—The in- 


formation available in Great Britain shows 
that painters stand at the head of the 


list of trades having a large amount of 


lead poisoning. Among house painters 
and plumbers 383 deaths from lead poi- 


soning were reported during the past 


years. The special dangers among paint- 
ers. are in the dust caused in sandpaper- 
ing lead-painted surfaces, dust from. mix- 
ing white lead with oil, dust from paint 
which dries upon the overalls of the 


painters, absorption of lead from eating the character of a business organization, 


with unwashed hands, and in the fumes 
evolved in burning off old paint. | 
Aside from the deaths reported ‘as 
directly due to lead poisoning, an exces- 
sive mortality. has also been noted among 
house painters from diseases of the heart 
and blood vessels, kidney disorders, and 
tuberculosis, which are directly and in- 
directly associated with lead poisoning. 
Because the prophylactic measures em- 
ployed for the protection of painters have 
not given satisfactory results, and _be- 
cause the danger in the use of lead paints 
is so generally recognized, several non- 


poisonous substitutes have been recom- 


mended and have found more or less ac- 
ceptance in European countries.

A Limited List of 
One of the stumbling blocks in pro- 
gressive medicine, as far as drug therapy 


is concerned, is the absurd number of 


drugs and combinations of drugs in the 
Pharmacopeia and in the dispensatories. 
Even granting that all of these drugs and 
combinations in the Pharmacopeia have 
some value—which is doubtful—the num- 
ber is so large that it is impossible for 
any one in active practice to have even 
a superficial knowledge of all of them. 
While there are still some physicians who 
are impressed by the folk-lore and mys- 


tery of drugs, and others who are hyp- 
-notized by the smoothly worded claims 


for complex shot-gun proprietaries, the 
vast majority of practitioners pin their 
faith to a comparatively small number. 
And the longer a physician is in practice, 


the smaller is the number of drugs he 


uses, and the better acquainted he is with 
them. To the teacher of materia medica, 


to the medical student, and, above all 
and especially, to the examining boards 


and to those who have to appear before 
them, the conditions are of very. practical 
importance. Both state board examiners and 


teachers have been complaining of this | 


condition and emphasizing the need of 
a selected list of drugs for their pupils 
and candidates. About a year ago the 
Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry ap- 
pointed a committee to take up this ques- 


tion. In the Propaganda Department of 


this issue appears a communication from 
the chairman of this committee, and in 
the advertising pages is a suggested list 
of drugs. It is to be hoped that those 


who are in sympathy with this idea and 


work will read Dr. Hunt’s communication 
and aid him and his committee by their 
suggestions regarding this movement. It 


is the object of the Council ultimately to 
publish a eritical treatise on a limited list 


of drugs—a book which teachers as well 
as examiners may use.—Journ.

‘‘Let well enough alone,’’ has a very 
comfortable sound, but there. is. nothing 
in it. whieh enables. a man to get ahead. 
Most retailers are satisfied with their 
methods. They think they are making 
money. But here is a letter which sug- 
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gests a reason for the many . failures 
among these same satisfied refailers. The 
story was told in a letter to the service 
department. of a large manufacturer of 
store equipment. 


This paper has often tried to pomt out 


the necessity for figurmg profits on the 


selling price, but the story so strongly

His mistake was this: He took his cost

He has less money in the bank. He 
owes more. He has less stock. He has

stead, he has lost the amount of the de- 
crease in stock and cash and the amount 
of the increase in debts. 


Why? The service department of the 
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manufacturer to whom he wrote, figured 
out the problem for him. He thought he 
was adding 10 per cent. for profit, but 
in reality he did not add anything for 
profit. 

Suppose an article cost him $2.25. ‘Sup- 
pose his cost of doing business was 22 
per cent. and it was desired to fix a price 
that would allow 10 per cent. profit. He 
added 32 per cent. to the cost price of 
$2.25, and thought he was adding 10 per 


cent. for profit! 


He had estimated his aad of doing busi-

to make a good profit this year in addi- | 


gross business, or on the selling price of 
the article. 


Instead of allowing 22 per 


cent. on the selling price for cost of doing 


business, he added 49.5 cents to the cost 
price. Instead of allowing 10 per cent. 
on the selling price for profit, he added 
22.5 cents to the cost price. 
cost him almost 73 cents to sell the article, 
one cent more than both the amounts he 
added. 


Here is the difference: The article a 


sold for $2.97 or probably $3, when it 
had to be sold at $3.31 to get 10 per cent. 


profit. He needed a gross busimess of
